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RSPCA ISSUES AN APPEAL AS... 

Four pet cats in one 
Barry street die 
from mystery poison 


A YOUNG family 
in Barry have been 
left devastated after 
their two cats died 
of poisoning - along 
with two of their 
neighbour’s cats. 

The suspicious nature 
of the incident has led 
the RSPCA to launch an 
appeal for information 
so they can track down 
who or what was respon¬ 
sible. 

The events in Barry 
come two months after a 
similar spate of cat poi¬ 
sonings in Bridgend. On 
that occasion six cats 
died in one road in the 
space of three weeks. 

Stephen Griffiths and 
Sarah Jones, both aged 
25, live with daughter 
Morgan (four) and son 
Riley (two) in Amroth 
Court in Gibbonsdown, 
and are keen animal 
lovers. 

Stephen said: “We 
loved the cats, they were 
part of the family and 
the kids are very upset.” 

Sarah explained: “We 
had two cats called 
Pudding and Sugar, they 
were sisters aged four 
years old. 

“A couple of weeks 
ago, one Sunday, 
Pudding came in for 
food at about 12 noon 
and then went straight to 
sleep, which she never

The fact that the two 
cats were in obvious dis¬ 
tress before they died is 
something the family 
have found hard to come 
to terms with, as Sarah 
pointed out: “Sugar and 
Pudding suffered from 
vomiting, blinking eyes, 
head shaking and a lack 
of co-ordination. 

“It was a cruel way 
for them to die. They 
endured a lot of discom¬ 
fort. If someone doesn’t 
want cats around, all 
they have to do is get

SUSTAINABLE Wales and friends will 
hold a community climate change aware¬ 
ness event in Sandy Bowl, Porthcawl on 
Saturday, October 24, as part of a global 
day of action. 

Co-ordinated by www.350.org, thousands of peo¬ 
ple around the world come together and mark the 
number 350 parts per million - which science says 
is the level of C02 in the atmosphere that we need 
to get back to to prevent dangerous climate change.

MANY shoppers 
are still not sure of 
their legal rights 
when it comes to 
buying goods and 
services, according 
to a survey by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
trading standards 
team. 

As part of National 
Consumer Week, officers 
spent time at Bridgend 
Designer Outlet, advis¬ 
ing consumers and pro¬ 
viding leaflets and infor¬ 
mation. 

Shoppers were asked 
to answer three questions 
relating to consumer law 
in order to enter a prize 
draw. 

When asked about a 
consumer’s right to can¬ 
cel a contract for goods 
purchased online, only 
39 per cent of those 
questioned knew the cor¬ 
rect seven-day cancella¬ 
tion period. 

Just over half were 
aware that traders do not 
have to provide a refund 
to consumers who have 
changed their minds 
about goods purchased 
from their shops. 

However, consumers 
were slightly more aware 



of their rights when 
asked about credit card 
purchases, with 62 per 
cent correctly stating that 
a minimum payment of 
£100 on a credit card 
must be made in order to 
claim against the card 
provider for a breach of 
contract. 

One shopper who did 
know his rights was 
mechanical engineer 
John McKenzie from 
Bridgend. He answered 
all questions correctly 
and was the winner of 
the prize draw to win a 
Marks and Spencer food 
hamper. He plans to 
share it with his family. 

He was presented with 
his prize by service man¬ 
ager for trading stan¬ 
dards, Helen Picton, who 
said: “The results of this 
survey show that many 
consumers are still 
unsure of their rights 
when dealing with busi¬ 
nesses, and this can 
often lead to lengthy dis¬ 
putes and a breakdown 
of communication.”

Wannabe gardeners 
search for allotments 


THERE are almost 
100 people waiting 
for allotments 
throughout 
Bridgend county 
borough, according 
to figures provided 
to the Town and 
Community 
Council forum on 
Tuesday. 

In a report on allot¬ 
ments, Gareth Moss, 
corporate director of 
resources, said that there 
was a statutory duty for 
local authorities to pro¬ 
vide sufficient allot¬ 
ments where demand 
exists. 

As there is no legally- 
defined minimum num¬ 
ber of plots or acreage to 
be provided, the council 
has co-operated with 
various organisations to 
assess demand. 

At present, the coun¬ 
cil owns 18 allotment 
sites totalling 24 acres. 
They provide 406 plots, 
but none is directly man¬ 
aged by the borough. 

In 2000, the council 
reviewed its allotment 
sites and has devolved 
the management of the 
sites, with 10 now man¬ 
aged by the Bridgend 
County Allotments 
Association. 

Four sites are let to 
Bridgend Town Council 
and a further four are let 
to individuals or inde¬ 
pendent allotment asso¬ 
ciations. 

The council does not 
keep a waiting list but 
the Bridgend Association 
had 100 people waiting 
as at last February. 


An allotment strategy 
is now being prepared 
by the property depart¬ 
ment, and the planning 
department is looking at 
existing, disused and 
possible new sites for 
allotments, and a survey 
of all existing sites, 
including those that are 
privately owned, has just 
been undertaken. 

The council recently 
increased its provision 
by making land at the 
rear of Cefn Cribwr 
Community Centre 
available to the village 
gardening club for a 10- 
year period. 

Other options under 
consideration at the 


moment include creating 
an allotment site in part¬ 
nership with 
Communities First at 
Flangeinor, and the pro¬ 
vision of allotments or a 
market garden on land 
near the new primary 
school in Caerau, subject 
to funding from the 
Western Valley regenera¬ 
tion fund. 

Once the survey is 
completed in 2010, the 
council will be able to 
identify areas where 
there is a shortfall in 
provision, and try to find 
suitable sites to plug the 
gap, assuming funding is 
available. 


Shopmobility 
in Bridgend 


THE Shopmobility 
scheme in Bridgend 
was used more than 
5,000 times over the 
past year by the 
elderly and dis¬ 
abled. 

The scheme’s annual 
report, which was pre¬ 
sented to Bridgend Town 
Council, showed that it 
attracted 129 new mem¬ 
bers in the year 2008-09. 

However, the scheme 
required a subsidy of 
£20,216 from Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
to break even. It cost a 
total of £34,000 to run, 
and had income from 
donations and Bridgend 
Town Council of 
£14,639, leaving it with 
a funding shortfall. 

The scheme lends out 


manual wheelchairs, 
powered wheelchairs 
and powered scooters to 
members of the public 
with limited mobility to 
shop or visit premises in 
Bridgend town centre. 

It operates from 9am- 
5pm, Monday to 
Saturday, and is based at 
the Rhiw car park. 

It was introduced 
when pedestrianisation 
came into force, which 
prevented disabled peo¬ 
ple from getting into 
town in either their own 
cars or by taxi. The 
scheme covers people of 
all ages, including those 
whose disability may 
only be temporary. 

The service is free, 
although users give a £2 
deposit which is refund¬ 
ed.

Council could be 'stuck’ 
with £32,000 gum bill 


PROVIDING an 
extra ‘gum-busting’ 
machine and crew 
in Bridgend county 
borough will cost an 
additional £27,000 a 
year - plus the ini¬ 
tial £5,500 purchase 
cost. 

This information was 
given to the Town and 
Community Council 
Forum on Tuesday by 
Fouise Fradd, director of 
communities. 

The forum members 
are being asked to con¬ 
sider stumping up this 
extra cash in return for 
extra gum-busting within 


their areas. The report 
stated that the council 
already deploys two of 
these machines to deal 
with gum on pavements, 
because of its “negative 
visual impact”. 

The machines work 
mainly in town centres 
and high density residen¬ 
tial developments, where 
the problem tends to be at 
its worst. 

The machines use a 
combination of a pH- 
neutral cleaning solution, 
low pressure steam and 
mild abrasion to remove 
the gum without damag¬ 
ing surfaces and grout¬ 
ing. 

The report went on: 


“The process is labour- 
intensive and, while the 
initial improvement fol¬ 
lowing removal can be 
significant, areas gener¬ 
ally tend to deteriorate 
over time, necessitating 
repeated visits. 

“The machines are 
operated by individuals 
employed within the 
street cleansing service 
which means that the 
core cleansing workforce 
is depleted.” 

The report states that 
if a third machine is to be 
provided, additional staff 
will be needed to operate 
it, to prevent any further 
depletion of the street 
cleaning staff. 
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Learning to cope with "double (and triple) 

trouble’ - with a little help from my friends! 


T here are very few groups 

around to support us, you may 
have attended baby and toddler 
groups and felt a complete lack of 
empathy to your situation. 

The Bridgend & District Twins and Multiple 
Births Group is there to give genuine support to 
people in our situation from pregnancy onwards. 

It is run by parents of multiples and meets in 
Pyle Life Centre every Friday morning between 
10am-12pm. 

As children get older, our numbers deplete 
and currently there is a very real risk of the club 
folding in January 2010. 

I, personally, could not have coped without 
the club and will be devastated by its closure. 
There are many families out there with multiples 
that possibly do not know we exist. 

Is it a struggle to leave the house? Do you 
have cabin fever? Do you look at your friends 
with a single pushchair and sometimes wonder, 
what if? Well, I think that must be normal. 

What you have is amazing and something for 
those parents of one to marvel at how you man¬ 
age to cope. 

To quote from Twins and Multiple Births by 
Dr Carol Cooper: “How do mothers of singletons 
fill their day?!” 

Without wishing to offend the majority of 
mothers, and being a mother of twins and a sin¬ 
gleton, I can understand the sentiment! 

Many people believe that having two babies is 
simply twice the work. They’d be wrong; having 
two is a whole new world. 

It is the most exhausting, exhilarating, chal¬ 
lenging and demanding time. 

From the moment you discover that you are 
expecting twins, it brings sleep deprivation to a 
whole new level. 

The first time most people discover the 
impending explosion to their family is at the first

scan. The sonographer looks up at you, having 
been intently studying the white/grey/black shad¬ 
ows before them, they turn with a huge smile and 
enquire whether twins run in the family. 

Your mind instantly makes the enormous leap 
from being pregnant to “Oh my God, it’s twins”, 
and from there on the pregnancy is considered 
‘high risk’. 

You have consultants’ appointments, you have 
monthly scans, your midwife doesn’t stop telling 
you how many people are going to be in the 
delivery suite, and that’s only if you manage a 
‘normal delivery’. 

Carrying twins or more puts an incredible 
strain on the body so many women deliver early 
- reaching 36 weeks is the target. 

If, like me, they arrive earlier, then a stay in 
SCBU (Special Care Baby Unit) is inevitable. 

To say that I was scared is an understatement, 
but the staff of the SCBU at Princess of Wales, 
Bridgend, are amazing. 

Many twins are bom naturally and many 
almost full term. The hard work really starts 
when you bring your bundles home and suddenly 
the pressure is on. 

Feeding is what takes up ALL of your time in 
the first few weeks. It doesn’t matter whether 
bottle or breast-fed, feeding seems to be endless. 

Having an adoring new-age father in tow cer¬ 
tainly helps (the breast feeding can be hard for 
them though!). 

Still, there are plenty of nappies he can change, 
or even wash if you decide to go down the 
reusable route. That’s a whole other debate, but it 
is still possible and I felt was very cost effective. 

If you do get a few moments’ peace between 
feeds, then the only thing you can, and should do, 
is to sleep. 

Once things have settled down and you have 
established the all important ROUTINE, try leav-

ing the house. 

Hopefully, you managed to get a pram that fits 
through one door of the house (something to 
check before buying one). 

Set the pram up, get two babies into suitable 
clothes, find blankets, have enough nappies to 
cover all eventualities, extra clothes - basically 
anything you need for one, but twice over. 

So you have your mcksack loaded (no small, 
stylish, co-ordinating change bag for you!), 
babies in pram, ready to go - and it’s time to feed 
again. 

Okay, after this feed everything’s ready. 

LEAVE THE HOUSE NOW! 

You’ve done it, you manage to get to the top of 
the road. Wow! You’ve just realised that the 
world carried on while you were cooped up get¬ 
ting cabin fever. 

It’s surprising how good it feels to breathe 
fresh air. Once you’ve managed it, you realise 
having a bag permanently packed to go out is a 
must. 

It won’t be long before you’re so organised 
that you can leave the house quicker than your 
friends with one baby. 

A few notes on what to expect while you are 
out parading your ‘freak show’. People are inher¬ 
ently curious about multiples and every second 
person has a link to twins and feels the need to 
tell you. 

Be patient, they mean well. There will be a 
barrage of comments and questions, the most 
common after establishing the fact that they are 
twins being: “Are they identical?” 


You look into the pram at your petite daughter 
(dressed in pink) and her handsome brother 
(dressed in blue), and reply sweetly: “No, this is 
a boy and this is a girl.” 

Resist the urge to reply: “Exactly what defini¬ 
tion of ‘identical’ were you taught at school?!” 

Despite having boy/girl twins I had to learn to 
accept this question, and although a lot of people 
find the identical/non-identical issue confusing, 
you just have to smile politely and carry on. 

Now you need to socialise, so what do you 
do? There are plenty of groups around, but how 
do you do all those activities with twins? 

The groups are usually all very welcoming but 
you do struggle with two, and at one group I was 
even told: “Not many twins return here”. 

I think that was more a polite observation, but 
it felt like “Don’t bother, it’s too hard!” Being 
determined, I did continue with the group. Each 
child has different needs and you can’t do two 
things at once, so a second pair of hands is worth 
it wherever possible. 

If, like myself, you don’t have family on 
hand, then it may be worth enquiring about 
Home-Start, an organisation there to help fami¬ 
lies with at least one child under five who are 
struggling to cope. 

Speak to your health visitor, or contact Home- 
Start directly at www.home-start.org.uk or call 
0800 068 63 68. 

If you haven’t yet discovered TAMBA (Twins 
and Multiple Births Association) then do so now 
(www.tamba.org.uk). As the name suggests, they 
are there to help on just about any matter regard¬ 
ing multiples. 

They have a very useful helpline (0800 138 
0509) and people are on hand to answer your 
questions 24/7. 

Meeting other people in your situation is criti¬ 
cal to maintaining your sanity! Our local club is 
the Bridgend & District Twins and Multiple 
Births Group and we meet in Pyle Life Centre 
every Eriday morning between 10am-12pm. 

The advantage of this particular group is that it 
stays open during school holidays, when you 
often need support more than ever. Eor more 
information please contact alisonallen88@hot- 
mail.com or call 07984 265049. 

All are welcome at the club, whether expecting 
or already caring for multiples whatever their 
ages. 

Be prepared though, if your babies need feed¬ 
ing you may be forced to have a cuppa while 
other club members feed them for you. 

The club is a place for support and a chance to 
relax while multiple mayhem ensues all around! 

The odds are that someone there has had a 
week like yours! 

I think everyone agrees that being a parent is 
the hardest job in the world, but having multiples 
makes a hard job harder but the rewards are pos¬ 
sibly greater. 

Your children will always have a playmate, 
and of course they will squabble like any sib¬ 
lings, but the companionship and bond that they 
form is second to none. 


Clampdo’wn on anti¬ 
social behaviour in 
Pencoed — by order 


NEW measures to 
tackle anti-social 
behaviour caused 
by drinking have 
been approved for 
Pencoed. 

The Bridgend County 
Borough Council cabinet 
gave the go-ahead for a 
Designated Public Places 
Order (DPPO) after 
hearing of the success of 
a similar order operating 
in Bridgend town centre. 

A spokesperson said 
that a DPPO does not 
ban alcohol in public 
places, but does give 
police additional 
enforcement powers, 
which means they can 


ask an individual or 
group to stop drinking. 

“They can also confis¬ 
cate alcohol if they 
believe that the individ¬ 
ual or group has been, is 
or is about to behave in 
an anti-social manner.” 

Over the last two 
months, the council had 
consulted the community 
of Pencoed and impor¬ 
tant partners like the 
police, town and com¬ 
munity councils and the 
Community Safety 
Partnership, before 
deciding whether to 
approve the DPPO for 
the area. 

Cabinet members 
heard that Pencoed suf¬ 


fers from some alcohol- 
related anti-social behav¬ 
iour and the proposal to 
bring in the order has 
been broadly welcomed 
locally. 

Deputy leader Coun 
David Sage, said: “We 
know that the order in 
Bridgend has been very 
successful in tackling 
anti-social behaviour 
there and I am confident 
this will do the same for 
Pencoed. 

“ I’m pleased we are 
moving this forward, 
and hope that in the 
future we can introduce 
similar orders for 
Maesteg and Porthcawl 
town centres as well.

Bridgend Town 
Council has been told

The town council has 
expressed the view that 
the castle is underused 
and does not attract 
many visitors. 

CADW has now 
agreed to place an inter¬ 
pretative panel in the 
castle grounds in the 
near future, which will 
give visitors an outline 
of the castle’s history. 

In his 1955 book, 
Bridgend - the story of 
a market town, local 
historian Henry John 
Randall says that the 


origins of this castle are 
obscure, but it was one 
of three castles built in 
the area by the 
Normans. 

Newcastle was built 
to defend the crossing 
of the River Ogmore 
where the old bridge 
now stands; the castle at 
Ogmore defended the 
crossing of the river 
Ewenny, and the castle 
at Coity defended the 
area against incursions 
from the north of the 
war-like people of the 
mountains. 

There was probably 
an older pre-Norman 
fort on the site at 
Newcastle, which may 
well date from early 
Welsh times - but no 
Welsh name, according 
to Randall, exists for 
this area.

Mr Morgan added: “It is a tricky bell to 
operate; it cannot be tolled, but requires an 
engineer’s knowledge and finger-tip control 
to pull the bell-cord at the right tension and 
balance to get the bell to actually ring out.”

End of the road 
for Bridgend 
town landmark 


DETAILS about plans 
to demolish a 
Bridgend landmark 
building have been 
revealed. 

Centre Great Ltd, 
which owns the 
Embassy Cinema at the 
gateway to Bridgend, 
has submitted a letter 
which Bridgend Town 
councillors have now 
received. 

It states the company 
wants to demolish the 
Embassy, which was 
opened in 1939, as it has 
not been in use for 
almost ten years. After it 
closed as a cinema in 
1986, the building 
became the Ritz Bingo 
Hall until that too, 
closed. 

The building is owned 
by businessman Mel 
Mathias, owner of the 
Centre Great group of 
companies. Long term, 
he wants to develop the 


site to include a multi¬ 
storey car park, shops 
and a hotel. However, 
once the building has 
been demolished, the 
land will be surfaced and 
used as a parking lot in 
the short term. 

This will give an extra 
70 parking spaces in 
close proximity to the 
town centre. The plans 
have been approved by 
Bridgend planners. 

Bridgend Town 
Council leader David 
Unwin said that while 
many people might 
regret the loss of the 
Embassy, the fact 
remained that the build¬ 
ing was now in a very 
poor condition and did 
nothing to enhance the 
appearance of the town, 
or give visitors a very 
good impression. 

He felt that the 
Embassy had reached 
the end of the road and 
needed to go.

has spelled out all 
the threats present¬ 
ed to council servic¬ 
es. 

The report analyses 
the risks faced by direc¬ 
torate and sets it against

The report also warns 
that lower settlements 
from the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
plus a drop in income 
from business rates, will 
all squeeze the council’s 
budget. 

The report says that

government will face a 
period of severe budget 
constraint.

laws - which will 
increase outgoings. It 
warns that the £7m 
already set aside is 
unlikely to be enough. 

The council may have 
to divert money from 
other areas to cover 
these costs - and to 
cover its pension 
scheme, which is 
“under-resourced”. 

There are also prob¬ 
lems because of “unac¬ 
ceptably” high sickness 
absence levels among 
council staff 

One of the major 
areas of concern remains 
leisure services, and the 
report says that the pres¬ 
ent set-up is unsustain¬ 
able. 

Despite the invest¬ 
ment of £10m in recent 
years, many leisure 
buildings cannot be 
made safe or attractive 
to customers within the 
budget. 

The report goes on: 
“Outdated, unattractive 
and unsafe leisure facili¬ 
ties will mean fewer vis¬ 
its from existing cus¬ 
tomers and an inability 
to attract new sections of 
the community. The 
result will be a less 
healthy population.” 

The report states that 
less than 10 per cent of 
the population of 
Bridgend use these facil¬ 
ities - the lowest in 
Wales. 

Reconfiguration of 
the service, which will 


need widespread politi¬ 
cal support, is required 
or the buildings will 
continue to deteriorate. 

A review of sport and 
recreation is due to be 
concluded and its rec¬ 
ommendations will have 
to be implemented; and 
there is also a warning 
about Porthcawl regen¬ 
eration. 

The report says that 
Phase 1 of the scheme 
has already had to 
change to concentrate on 
the retail aspects. 

Regeneration projects 
worth £120m in total in 
the borough could be in 
jeopardy because of 
public spending limits. 

The council is doing 
its best by altering the 
timing of land sales and 
the phasing of payments 
and introducing a flexi¬ 
ble phasing of the devel¬ 
opment. 

The exchange of con¬ 
tracts will be delayed to 
allow time for a market 
recovery 

The report concludes 
that the reduced settle¬ 
ments from WAG and 
the difficult economic 
climate will mean hard 
political decisions will 
be needed. 

It warns: “Failure to 
deal with these issues 
could result in the risks 
identified in this docu¬ 
ment not being 
addressed.” 

The report was 
accepted by the full 
council at its meeting 
last week.

NEW SCHEME SHOULD BOOST TOURISM 

Council’s thumbs-up for 
Llynfi Valley cycle route 


A new community 
route for cyclists 
and walkers is to be 
provided in the 
Llynfi Valley. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
has agreed to link up 
with Sustrans and five 
other councils to 
develop the Valleys 
Cycle Network, which 
will include a commu¬ 
nity route from 
Maesteg to Caerau. 

The work will he 
covered hy a £342,000 
grant. 

The Valleys Cycle 
Network was launched 
in 2007 hy the cycling 
charity Sustrans, and 
it envisages a network 
of 277 miles of new 
walking and cycling 
routes across the south

Wales valleys. 

They will use the 
former tramways, 
railways and canal 
towpaths that remain 
from the area’s indus¬ 
trial past to create a 
“world class” network 
of cycling and walking 
routes. 

These will stretch 
from Abergavenny in 
the east to Kidwelly in 
the west, and the 
paths will stretch into 
each valley, linking the 
main towns, visitor 
attractions and 
employment sites. 

The tracks will 
encourage economic 
regeneration and 


inward investment hy 
making the valleys 
more attractive to visi¬ 
tors. 

The first phase of 
the project, which will 
cost £7.6m, includes a 
scheme to create a 
community route 
within the Llynfi 
Valley from Maesteg 
to Caerau. 

It is unclear in the 
report if this will fol¬ 
low the same line as a 
previous community 
route created along 
the track of one of the 
old railway lines run¬ 
ning from the rear of 
Talhot Terrace up 
through Nantyffyllon 


to Caerau square. 

But this is likely as 
the report states that 
the route will he used 
by pupils attending 
the new 

Comprehensive School 
huilt nearhy at South 
Parade, as part of a 
School Travel Plan. 

It will also link at 
the top end to a new 
route recently agreed 
to link Caerau to 
Croeserw and to tie in 
to cycle tracks in the 
Afan Valley. 

The council has to 
agree to maintain the 
new route to an accept¬ 
able standard as part of 
the deal. 


Rhigos’ power

ing and lighting. He 
suggested installing 
glassed doors across the 
front which could be 
protected by roller shut¬ 
ter doors at night.

1 WAS fortunate 
to be in the 
conference hall 
in Brighton when 
the First Minister 
the Rt Hon Rhodri 
Morgan made his 
last speech as 
Labour’s First 
Minister for Wales. 

The bright sunshine 
outside was reflected in 
the hall as he spoke 
with humour and com¬ 
passion about his serv¬ 
ice to Wales over the 
past decade, and the 
delegates responded 
warmly. 

As his Education 
Minister, it was particu¬ 
larly welcome that he 
chose to speak about his 
support for the invest¬ 
ment in early years edu¬ 
cation through the pio¬ 
neering Foundation 
Phase, benefiting our 
three-five-years-olds 
with 1:8 adult/pupil 
ratios now making such 
a difference in our 
schools. 

Last week, I 
announced a further 
investment of £76m to 
be allocated to local 
authorities for the 
Foundation Phase, with 
an increase of £22m for 
2010 - 11 . 

He also spoke about 
the internationally- 
renowned PRO ACT 
scheme promoted and 
delivered by my depart¬ 
ment, helping business¬ 
es through the reces¬ 
sion, including compa¬ 
nies in the Vale, with 
financial assistance to 


provide training for 
employees on a shorter 
working week with a 
wage subsidy, 
up skilling them ready 
for the upturn in the 
economy. 

On a lighter note, I 
was pleased that he 
chose to report on his 
enjoyment of swimming 
at Barry Island in our 
blue flag Whitmore Bay 
over the wonderful 
September weeks of 
fine weather. 

He joked that he had 
been swimming on a 
day when the life savers 
were out practising, and 
a boat had drawn up by 
his side and a young 
life saver asked polite¬ 
ly: “Are you alright, 
sir?” He felt that might 
have been a sign that he 
was ready for retire¬ 
ment! 

The First Minister’s 
return to Wales was 
shortly followed with 
the announcement of 
his retirement - and a 
timetable for the selec¬ 
tion of his successor. 

The tributes have 
been flowing in from 
far and wide, and the 
feeling of ‘the end of an 
era’ is linked to this 
very special and 
remarkable man, who 
has led us through the 
early days of devolution 
with a stamp of authori¬ 
ty, credibility and wis¬ 
dom which is his own, 
and leads people to call 
him ‘our Rhodri’. 

His special touch, 
which has been so 
important, has been his 


willingness and 
ability to relate 
to everyone and 
anyone who 
wants to engage 
with him, mak¬ 
ing sense of 
government in a 
very real way. 

His formida¬ 
ble intellect and 
memory, as well 
as his wide¬ 
spread experi¬ 
ence in econom¬ 
ic development 
and European 
affairs before he 
went into poli¬ 
tics, have 
helped make his 
contribution so 
outstanding in govern¬ 
ment. 

But never fear, his 
retirement from his post 
as First Minister will 
not mark his retirement 
from politics. He will 
stay as the Assembly 
Member for Cardiff 
West until the next elec¬ 
tion in May 2011, and 
he will be active in pol¬ 
itics far beyond that - 
and I am sure we will 
see more of him on 
Barry Island, enjoying 
his brave dips into the 
sea at Whitmore Bay as 
well as at our sports 
stadiums in Cardiff, 
cheering Wales and our 
Welsh teams with the 
fans. 

Over the next few 
weeks, with his guid¬ 
ance, we will rise to the 
challenge of one of the 
most difficult budget 
settlements we have 
faced as Ministers, hav¬ 
ing enjoyed a steady 
period of growth over 
the past 10 years. 

In my role as 
Education Minister, I 
have referred to this as 
a ‘reform and perform’ 
budget, seeking to sus¬ 
tain the momentum for 
far-reaching and pro¬ 
gressive reforms like 
the Foundation Phase 
and the Welsh 
Baccalaureate. 

In the draft budget 
which is now being 
scrutinised by our 
Assembly committees, I 
have ensured that the 
budget for the Welsh 
Bacc will increase this 
year as planned, for the 
roll out of this ‘success 
story’ for Wales. 

I have also made 
available an additional 
£1.5m for our Wales¬ 
wide school counselling 
scheme, and secured a 
further £2.5m for our 
youth services in Wales 
with new guidance for 
our youth strategy, 
ready to be launched 


during the forthcoming 
Youth Work Week in 
November. 

Arguably, the most 
important announce¬ 
ment in my draft budget 
is the £20.5m I am 
investing in measures to 
prevent youth unem¬ 
ployment, and invest in 
education and skills 
training for our young 
people with £13m for 
the Pathways to 
Apprenticeships 
scheme, additional 
places in Skillbuild, 
support for Careers 
Wales and the Young 
Persons Guarantee. 

The investment in the 
school buildings will 
continue apace in part¬ 
nership with our local 
authorities as the 21st 
Century school capital 
funds are enhanced by 
funding from the central 
budget of the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

Last week, I visited 
the new Newport High 
School in Bettws, due 
to be finished by the 
end of the month. The 
165-strong workforce 
on site (including 12 
apprentices) will move 
to their next school 
building project in 
Bridgend, and contracts 
are now being signed 
off across Wales with 
the £170m programme I 
announced earlier this 
year. 

In the Vale, the 
school building pro¬ 
gramme will also 
progress with our back¬ 
ing. 

This is a budget for 
the delivery of the best 
education policies for 
the people of Wales to 
help us take forward the 
challenges, with the 
knowledge and under¬ 
standing of what we can 
achieve, largely learnt 
from our First Minister 
for Wales, Rhodri 
Morgan AM.

Park and ride facility 
proposed for Pencoed 


A PARK and ride facility may 
be provided at Pencoed rail¬ 
way station and the one 
already at Sarn station could 
be upgraded; both stations are 
served by the Maesteg Line. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council has agreed to a package of 
proposals put forward by the South 
East Wales Transport Alliance 
(SEWTA) to be put to the Welsh 
European Funding Office for match 
funding for money already received 
from the Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

The plan is to construct a 56-place 


car park at Pencoed with CCTV 
cameras, a pedestrian link to the 
westbound platform which is up to 
disabled standards, and improve¬ 
ments to the pavement to the east 
bound platform. 

If the scheme is approved, it is 
hoped works will be complete by 
next spring. 

A planning application will have 
to be submitted and there will be 
consultation with residents adjacent 
to the site.

T here is uttie 
to say about 
Pixar anima¬ 
tion studios that 
hasn’t been said 
before; since making 
their feature film 
debut with Toy Story 
in 1995, the 14 years 
since have seen the 
studio go from 
strength to strength, 
producing films that 
have had the critical 
acclaim to go with 
the box office clout. 

They have also been 
slowly moving into a 
slightly more mature 
mindset when it comes to 
the films they make, aim¬ 
ing at the young audience 
that laps up the material 
but giving it a slightly 
more grown-up slant. 
Their latest movie, Up, 
furthers that process, 
telling the story of Carl 
Fredricksen. 

Fredricksen (voiced by 
Ed Asner) is a 78-year- 
old whose dreams of vis¬ 
iting far-off places seem 
to become ever more dis¬ 
tant by the day, but when 
he stumbles on a plan to 
fly his house to Paradise 
Falls using numerous 
helium balloons, he isn’t 
counting on being accom¬ 
panied by wilderness 
explorer RusseU (voiced 
by Jordan Nagai); nor is 
he counting on what he 
finds once he gets there... 

The continued success 
of Pixar is hardly likely 
to be curtailed by their 
latest outing; after all, it 
isn’t as if they have done 
things vastly differently 
to what they have done 
before. 

However, what they 
have done is craft a film 


that has enough comedic 
and adventure moments 
to keep the younger ele¬ 
ment of the audience 
entertained, while provid¬ 
ing a heart and emotion 
that you just don’t expect 
from an animation film. 

While Wall-E was a 
master class in creating 
feelings for a robot, the 
protagonist of Up is all 
too familiar and real to 
the viewer. 

Isolated, and with his 
dreams of adventure 
slowly disappearing, Carl 
Fredricksen is a character 
that resonates immediate¬ 
ly- 

As a truly heart-rend¬ 
ing sequence shows, Carl 
and his wife see their 
ambitions take a backseat 
to the complexities and 
heartbreak of real life, 
leaving us with the older 
Carl, curmudgeonly and 
wishing to be left alone. 

It is a sequence that is 
the best example yet of 
how animation can tmly 
tug at the emotions, and 
is perhaps Pixar’s most 
grown up and moving 
sequence to date. 

Scriptwriters Bob 
Peterson and Pete Docter 
are well versed in the 
ways of Pixar, and deliver 
a screenplay that has all 
the elements we’ve come 
to expect from them, shot 
through with a slightly 
more mature attitude that 
offers depth and shade. 

The family and per¬ 
sonal issues that are often 
hidden below the sharp 
animation and bright 
colours, poke out slightly 
more prominently this 
time round and gives the 
fihn a far more satisfying 
feel. 

Certainly, the film’s 
climax is present and cor¬ 
rect to give more specta¬ 


cle, but it doesn’t detract 
from the film’s older sen¬ 
sibilities, just about strik¬ 
ing the fine balance. 

Peterson and Docter 
also directed the film, and 
with the latter being 
responsible for Monsters 
Inc, the film, unsurpris¬ 
ingly, looks gorgeous. 

As ever, the improve¬ 
ment in CGI animation 
afford the pair more 
scope, with the human 
characters (always a sore 
point in the world of ani¬ 
mation) feeling hyper-real 
but utterly lifelike. 

It is also the first Pixar 
movie to be shown in 3D, 
and both Peterson and 
Docter deserve credit for 
not resorting to gimmicky 
direction when using it. 

The 3D here is less 
about having things pop 
out of the screen at you (a 
technique that is already 
becoming boring, even in 
this new age of 3D) and 
more about making the 
film far more vivid and 
compelhng. 

Such is the restrained 
use of it, you will barely 
even notice the extra 
dimension, but it gives a 
gorgeous deep quality to 
the film. 

With the usual top- 
notch voice cast assem¬ 
bled, the performances 
are lent real personality. 
Ed Asner is wonderfully 
sour as Carl, a dreamer 
whose dreams seem to 
have flown on without 
him. 

Asner’s deadpan 
vocals bring the character 
superbly to hfe, while 
Jordan Nagai gives the 
character of Russell a 
wide-eyed innocence and 
youthful exuberance that 
proves to be a perfect 
counterpoint to Asner’s 
more wizened vocal per- 
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formance. 

If the fihn does make 
any wrong moves, it can 
only be in the talking 
dogs and villain they 
meet on their journey; 
more fantastical than the 
rest of the fihn, it doesn’t 
throw the film off kilter 
but does make it feel a 
touch more child-friendly 
than it needs to be. 

However, when you 
have a film as hugely 
captivating and resonant 
as Up, it is a small bug¬ 
bear indeed in what is 
truly a wonderful piece of 
work. 

VERDICT-Another 
home run for Pixar, Up is 
a beautifully realised, 
stunningly rendered fihn 
with a heart wrenching 
story that shows just how 
mature animation can be. 

Probably Pixar’s most 
adult work to date (talk¬ 
ing dogs aside), Up is an 
excellent fihn that will 
appeal to both young and 
old. Highly 
recommended.

“Darren Hill, who is a 
bit of a fitness fanatic, 
brought the Half 
Marathon to the atten¬ 
tion of the staff at 
Dumballs Road. He 
cajoled eight of us into 
doing it, but we’re now 
down to five for reasons 


of age and tom carti¬ 
lages!” 

The team will be rais¬ 
ing funds for Velindre, a 
facility which means a 
lot to Anthony as he was 
treated there: “I was 
diagnosed with cancer in 
2002 and Velindre was 
the hospital I was treated 
in,” he explained. 

“It’s been an ambition 
of mine to run a full 
marathon to raise money 
for the hospital to thank 
them for my treatment, 
and I will start off with 
the Half Marathon.” 

All five have been 
training hard for the 
event. “We’ve all found 
that we have got quite a 
few ailments,” Anthony 
laughed. 

“But we can mn about 
ten miles and they say 
once you can mn ten 
miles you should be 
okay for the 13!”
